the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  \ear 
1950. 

The  health  of  the  community  generally  has  been  satisfactory 
and  there  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  any  of  the  notifiable 
infectious  diseases. 

The  birth  rate  has  fallen  steadily  and  is  now  6  per  1,000 
below  the  peak  reached  during  the  war  and  immediate  post 
war  3’ears,  in  1947.  The  death  rate  is  higher  than  in  rceent  years 
and,  as  in  the  pre  war  period,  is  higher  than  the  birth  rate  so 
that  there  is  again  a  natural  decrease  in  the  population. 

The  causes  of  death  are  much  the  same  as  last  year.  Deaths 
from  Cancer  are  increasing  but  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  are 
fewer  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  death  rate  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  Radcliffe  still  keeps  appreciably  below  that  of  the 
United  Kingdom  as  a  whole. 

Infantile  mortality  is  also  less  than  last  year  but  although 
the  deaths  of  infants  has  fallen  steadily  during  the  past  30  years 
the  fall  in  Radcliffe  since  the  war  has  not  been  as  rapid  as  in 
other  areas. 

A  day  nursery  in  Victoria  Street  with  accommodation  for 
50  children  has  been  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
and  was  opened  in  August,  1950. 

The  other  day  nursery  in  connection  with  the  Wilton  Mill 
and  provided  by  the  Lancashire  Cotton  Corporation  has  accom¬ 
modation  for  41  children. 

Both  these  nurseries  render  excellent  service  to  the  children 
of  mothers  at  work  but  they  can  only  deal  with  comparatively 
small  numbers. 

There  is  a  high  proportion  of  young  married  women  in  the 
town  employed  in  various  occupations  and  though  the  majority 
of  those  with  young  children  take  care  that  they  do  not  suffer

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply, 

The  water  supply  is  derived  mainly  from  moorland  gathering 
grounds  and  partly  from  deep  wells. 

It  is  satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and  quantity  except  in 
parts  of  the  village  of  Ainsworth  which  at  times  of  high  demand 
suffer  from  a  deficiency  in  quantity. 

Work  to  remedy  this  position  is  in  hand  and  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  shortly. 

The  results  of  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  exam¬ 
inations  were  satisfactory. 

All  water  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into  supply  and  any 
waters  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action  are  lime  treated.  As 
the  Board  insist  on  tin  lined  pipes  for  domestic  fittings  there  is 
no  danger  from  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply 
of  the  greater  part  of  the  area  and  the  Ainsworth  district  is 
supplied  by  the  Bolton  Corporation. 

There  are  only  10  dwelling  houses — all  in  outlying  districts — 
not  on  the  main  supply,  and  there  are  no  houses  dependent  on 
stand  pipes.

All  the  Statutory  Notices  were  complied  with. 

Thirteen  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs,  and 
were  suitably  dealt  with. 

The  preparations  used  were  Zaldecide,  Vermicine,  Furme.x, 
and  D.D.T.  All  the  work  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Financial  assistance  has  been  given  for  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  fresh  water  closets  since  1921,  and  a  corresponding 
grant  was  sanctioned  in  May,  1938,  for  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets.  With  few  exceptions  the  privies  and  pail  closets 
that  were  within  access  to  sewers  and  the  main  water  supply 
had  been  dealt  with  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  steady 
progress  was  being  made  with  the  waste  water  closets  when  war 
brought  this  work  to  a  standstill. 

The  following  table  shows  the  closet  and  ashpit  accom¬ 
modation  at  the  end  of  1920,  also  at  the  end  of  each  of  the  past 
five  3’ears,  and  demonstrates  the  conversions  and  additions  made 
since  the  scheme  came  into  operation  in  October,  1921.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  war-time  measure  of  centralised  killing  has  resulted 
in  the  cessation  of  the  use  of  the  local  slaughter-houses,  all  the 
meat  coming  from  Bury.  There  is,  however,  constant  super¬ 
vision  over  milk,  meat,  and  other  foods,  and  generally  speaking 
these  are  satisfactory.

Smoke  Abatement. 


59  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  and  visits  paid  to 
the  various  boiler  hou.ses.  Two  firms  have  plans  in  hand  whereby 
additional  boiler  house  plant  is  to  be  installed  by  the  end  of 
1951.  This  should  reduce  the  smoke  from  two  “black”  chimneys. 
Other  firms  have  installed  apparatus  in  an  effort  to  reduce 
smoke. 

Classes  for  boiler  firemen  have  been  held  at  the  Technical 
School,  the  attendance  at  which  has  been  satisfactory. 
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The  work  put  into  this  problem  will  in  a  short  time  bear 
fruit  in  a  cleaner  atmosphere. 


Rodent  Control. 


The  rodent  operative  has  been  fully  engaged  during  the 
year  and  much  good  work  has  been  done.

In  addition  to  this  the  whole  of  the  sewers  were  treated 
twice,  679  manholes  being  examined  each  time.

This  gives  a  kill  of  approximately  580  rats. 

There  is  a  free  service  to  private  dwellings,  but  a  charge 
is  made  for  treating  business  premises. 

When  this  is  considered  against  the  cost  of  damage  done 
by  the  rodents,  especially  to  food,  the  cost  becomes  negligible. 
Owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  would  be  well  advised  to  take 
advantage  of  this  excellent  service.

No.  6  Mass  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  a  survey  in 
Radcliffe  from  8th  June  to  16th  October,  1950. 

The  main  object  of  the  survey  was  to  discover  early  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  -  cases  which  generally  have  few  symptoms  and 
which  if  taken  in  time  can  be  treated  and  cured. 

This  is  the  first  occasion  the  unit  has  visited  Radcliffe  and 
although  the  number  of  people  attending  from  the  Borough  was 
less  than  it  might  have  been,  this  first  survey  has  been  very 
useful  and  well  worth  while. 

The  Medical  Director,  Organising  Secretary  and  Staff  of 
the  unit  were  most  helpful  in  every  way  and  the  successful  out¬ 
come  of  the  visit  was  largely  due  to  their  untiring^  efforts  and 
patience  in  dealing  with  the  various  problems  which  arise  on 
such  occasions  and  in  their  considerate  treatment  of  the  men 
and  women  who  came  for  e.xaminations.

Of  the  inactive  cases  no  action  was  required  in  the  majority 
of  cases  as  they  were  regarded  as  healed  ;  of  the  remainder  a 
number  was  referred  to  the  chest  clinic  twenty-four  of  which 
are  still  under  observation.  Seven  persons  failed  to  attend 
chest  clinic. 

It  is  only  expected  during  the  routine  examination  of  large 
numbers  of  persons  that,  in  addition  to  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis,  other  abnormalities  of  the  chest  will  be  discovered 
and  in  this  survey  non-tuberculous  conditions  were  found  in 
387  instances  (Radcliffe  residents  198)  but  in  the  majority  of 
cases  no  action  was  necessary.
